Production Rises to 29,170 for Week; Last Quarter Uuc,~- 
May Set Record; September Passenger Car Registrations 
Estimated at 200,000 Units; 3,400,000 Expected for the Year 





Week’s Output 
Gains 10,000 As 
Plants Speed Up 


Production this week is estimated at 
29,170 units, up better than 10,000 
over the revised estimate of 18,742 
units for the week ended Oct. 3. 
Among the additional plants swinging into production, 
although not at full speed, are Pontiac and Cadillac. 
Plymouth has stepped up its output to about capacity 
and is probably turning out about 10,000 jobs this week. 
Buick is running along at about 600 a day at the present 
time, about double last week, and will probably boost 
production to about 1,000 a day in the very near future. 
Hudson-Terraplane is going along at a pretty good clip 
and will turn out approximately 2,000 cars this week 
against an estimated 500 for the week ended Oct. 3 
Studebaker will probably show a slight gain and Packard 
is understood to be running at top speed in an effort to 
catch up on orders. Graham has stepped up production 
but will increase it still further as soon as definite 
schedules are arranged. The Graham plant has been 
revamped to give a 50 per cent increase in production 
this year and at the present time is running approxi- 
mately 550 units a week. Included in the miscellaneous 
column of the table on this page are several companies 
just starting production. These have been lumped to- 
gether as this production is rather indefinite and not on 
any set schedule. The remaining plants which are 
closed down are turning out a few jobs as they get their 
production lines in order for the coming season, but such 
production is necessarily limited as the job of getting a 
production line in order is a big one.

By the end of this month—or at least by 
Final Quarter the first week in November—it is expected 
Output to Topthat the industry will be in full production, 
A Year Ago running production lines at the best speed 
consistent with efficiency. Many com- 
panies are expected to set fourth quarter output records 
and it is quite likely the industry as a whole will set a 
new mark for the closing quarter of the year. This will 
depend on whether or not Ford gets into production in 
time to lift the total sufficiently. At the present time the 
Ford lines are down but it is expected they will be 
started up before long. Sales are understood to be run- 
ning along well and at the present time it is unlikely 
that Ford will take any longer in the change-over than 
is absolutely necessary. Packard and Studebaker, which 
this year got an early start, will undoubtedly set a higher 
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mark for the fourth quarter of this year than they did 
in 1935. Most companies have set their production 
schedules higher than a year ago. General Motors and 
Chrysler units, through plant improvement, have boosted 
capacity in anticipation of a considerable increase in 
sales and these two companies are expected to boost 
their 1935 final quarter marks by a considerable margin. 
Dealers report that they expect final quarter sales to 
show good increases over last year, and this, in the final 
analysis, is what determines the production rate. So 
with the sales departments demanding a fast flow of cars 
from the factories, production lines will naturally follow.

Registrations been received to warrant an estimate of 
of 200,000 Seen passenger car registrations during Sep- 
In September tember, Polk estimates a total of 200,000 


units for the month, based on returns 
from 110 major cities. This estimate is about 43,000 units 
from the 157,000 sales recorded in the same month last 
year and is well in line with the marks set the first eight 
As reported in ADN last week, 
September was not expected to show any material drop 
from August, this year, which totaled 262,912 units. 
Should the estimated 200,000 units materialize, September, 
1936, would have been exceeded by only three other 
figures for that»month in history. In 1926 passenger car 
registrations in September totaled 267,471; in 1928, 271,821, 
and in 1929, 304,452. It is expected that the low month 
for 1936 registrations will be October. At the present time 
the new model year is generally accepted by the public 
and with only a few companies already announced, new 
car sales will probably reach the 1936 bottom. Many 
dealers are already cleaned out of 1936 models and with- 
out 1937 jobs available sales will, for the time being, be 
pretty low. Used cars, however, are expected to hold up 
well, as dealers have more time to concentrate on moving 
any stocks that may have piled up in anticipation of the 
new selling season.

Upturn If the increase over 1935 continues at the same 


rate during the closing quarter of this year 
that was obtained during the first nine months, the cal- 
endar year of 1936 will come within 13 per cent of equal- 
ling the all-time high year of 1929. During the first nine 
months of the year, with September estimated at 200,000 
units, new passenger car sales in the United States 
reached a total of 2,673,481 as compared with 2,138,063 in 
the first nine months of 1935. This is an increase of 25 per 
cent. During the closing quarter of 1935, the industry reg- 
istered 605,481 new passenger cars. If the rate of in- 
crease which held during the first nine months continues 
through the last quarter this year, the final three months 
should yield a total of 750,000 units or better. This show- 
ing in the final quarter this year would bring the 1936 
calendar year total to 3,431,788 units which would come 
within 13 per cent of the 1929 total of 3,880,206. Thus it 
can be said in round figures that new passenger car reg- 
istrations this year will total approximately 3,400,000 
units, which is close to 1,000,000 units above the average 
of 2,750,000 for the 10 years 1925 to 1935.

Recovery States this year show even greater recovery. 
Better During the first nine months of 1936, with 


September estimated at about 50,000 units, 
close to 493,399 new commercial cars were registered in 
the United States. This is an increase of 73,147 or almost 
15 per cent above the 420,252 units registered in the first 
nine months of the previous record year of 1929. On this 
basis, there is not left a shadow of doubt that 1936 will 
establish a new all-time high in truck registrations, 
topping the 527,057 units registered in 1929 by a wide 
margin. During the first nine months of 1936 com- 
mercial car registrations have run approximately 25 per 
cent above the figures for the same period last year. 
During the closing quarter of 1935, the industry regis- 
113,632 units. If the rate of increase over 1935 which has 
featured commercial car registrations to date continues, 
the final quarter this year should yield approximately 
142,040 units, which would bring this year’s total to 635,379. 
That the fall buying should be sustained seems likely 
since new commercial car models in most cases will not 
be announced until January. In any case, there seems 
little doubt that the estimate of 600,000 or better for the 
calendar year of 1936, which was made by ADN early 
this year will be fulfilled. This would bring the combined 
passenger car and commercial car registrations in the 
United States this year to 4,100,000 units as compared 
with 4,407,263 in the previous record year of 1929.
